1 In 'the year 1913, the last year 


;fof which statistics are ('available 
'for"all the mines and allied indus- 
tries, 3,762 men were killed ,nnd 
177,000 injured. This includes coal 
mines, quarries,' ore-dressing plants 
and smelting plants. 


In the last ten years, in the coal 


mines'alone, there have been 26,0(00 
deaths, a fatality rate of three and 
three-quarters men in every 1,000 
employed, and more than a million 
men injured. 


It was to reduce the death rate 


and lessen" the number of injuries 
that the Federal Government early 
in 1908 took up its work in behalf 
of the miners. The first marked 
progress was in 1911, when the first 
national mine safety demonstration 
was held in Pittsburgh, in the, pres- 
ence, of the President j of the United 
States and 
20,000 miners. Since 


that tune there has been a wonderful 
development throughput the country 
hi both1 rescue and first-.ftid work.

Washington, Sept. 23—The. Com- 


plete text of the German note on the 
"Arabic" incident has reached here, 
arid the "great diplomatic victory" 
which the Wilson administration has 
been claiming may-now be seen.in 
its real proportions. 


Germany makes no disavowal of 


the deed, contends that the ship' was 
sunk in self-defense, expresses re- 
g^et that American 
lives were lost, 


emphatically refuses reparation, and 
finally tells Mr. Wilson that he may 
take his grievances and go to—The 
Hague. 


There is no expectation here that 


this sardonic communication will be 
rejected. The Administration has so 
strenuously hailed the German posi- 
tion as a "diplomatic triumph" that 
it can hardly repudiate itself now. 
The fact is that America has gained 
nothing whatever from Germany des- 
pite the flowing rhetoric which has 
been streaming from the White House 
to ^Berlin. 
The Germans have not 


modified their undersea warfare to 
any appreciable extent^ they have 
merly formulated a set of excuses 
which the Wilson Administration will 
have to accept, no matter how hol- 
low they may be. 


The truth is that the Administra- 


tion got off on wrong foot in these 
negotiations 
with 
Germany.

President's frenzy for words without 
realizing their diplomatic import led 
bun to employ what jurisconsults 
have already, regarded1 as the'"fight- 
ing words" in international communi- 
cations. "Strict accountability" and 
"deliberately unfriendly act" are 
phrases of this character—but the 
President did not know it. The now 
famous, or .rather, nortorious, "M. 
P." interview made that plain. A 
nation 
using such ^phrases must 


stand ready to make them- good in 
action by war, 
if 
necessary—or 


must eat humble pie.

Now, 
the 
President 
has never 


dreamed o/ going to war. 
He is 


afraid of Germany and he thinks the 
country is afraid of Germany, too. 
He will accept anything that will en- 
able him to claim even a show of suc- 
cess. His motto is: "Any port in a 
storm." Accordingly, some formula 
will be devised to help him swallow 
the latest German note; and he will 
hope that the people will forget the 
incident—or at least that they will 
come to regard it in the light of 
fictitious ' glory which the Adminis- 
tration press will seek to cast upon 
it. 


But the people will 'not 
forget. 


They will remember that this Presi- 
dent lectured the Germans' as if they 
were a lot of college freshmen and 
that his bluff was called.
